Military Situation in South Vietnam : Only light 
fighting has been reported in the past 24 hours. 

Two companies of Viet Cong troops attacked a 
South Vietnamese outpost in Vinh Long Province yes- 
terday, killing 15 defenders and wounding 13. A gov- 
ernment reaction force lost 14 killed and nine wounded 
as it moved in to reinforce the beleaguered outpost. 
Communist losses are not known. 


The lull in heavy fighting in Tay Ninh Province 
continues, although the enemy downed three US heli- 
copters redeploying troops in the Operation ATTLE- 
BORO area yesterday. US troops are continuing to 
capture significant amounts of enemy foodstuffs and 
military supplies as a result of the month old sweep
